o redrtus tibi—TIt is true:yer ſo reſpeRiue ſhould 
man beof the demerited & praiſe-worthy a&s of 
his Anceſtors (ſo ſuperſtitiouſly careful that their 
monuments be not in obliuion ſmothered) as no 
time ſhould be omitted (wherein we may as the 
Orator ſaith, defunitorum memorie ſeruire) bur 
with all inſtance to perfe& & accopliſh the ſame, 
#2 Wen reade that the Pagans haue 
pony been ſo reſpeiue hereof that the 
maiorum vt pro- Monumets of their parents & kinſ- 
pria domicilia la- folkes hauec been no lefle deare to 
reſque exiſtima- them, then their own houſes, their 
runt, rr 

owne habirtations and dwellings: 

Efteeming their reputation (to be purchaſed) by 
the purchaſe of their Aunceftors glory, and aug- 
mented by the preſeruation of their memory.

head and ypper parts ſhould: be made of ſolid 
gold, but the feete of earth; with this Impreſle: 
Sic omnia firma. An excellent obſeruation and 
caution to put Man in minde of his ſubſtance and 
ſubfiſtence, conſtitution and, diflolution : thar 
ſanding on no firmer feete then earth,no ſtronger 


| arches (then ſtaies of mortality) he ſhould cuer 


feare leſt ſo proud a building ſhould fall, being 
ſupported by ſo vnſtable and vnable props, 

| But for Antiquitie (as ſhee is ſaid to be the 
warrant of things dene, the confirmer of rhings 
preſent, and preſident of things to come; ſo oft- 
times vices haue beene bolſtered by her, impieties 
authorized by her, and a direCtion to greater laid 
open by her. I willdeſcend therefore bricfely to 


particularize ſuch Epiraphs ( vſed by the Anci- 


ents) which remained for caucats or obſeruations 


in ſucceeding times. As others (likewiſe)that mo- _ 


ued and excited men to-yndertake yaliant and 
couragious exploits in hand, | 

We reade that Angnſtns (when he died at No- 
la, being a Towne ſeated in the middle part of 
( ampania) his ſouldiers to exprefle and manifeſt 


theirloue to him dying, as they had done their al- - 


legeanceto him living, burſt out in ſcuerall paſſi- 
ons of ſorrow , griefe;and penfiue diſtraRtions, 
with theſe ſpeeches : O God, that he bad either ne- 
wer beene borne, or that he had nener died: For the 
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Obſernations ; 

\, Ove ® 55 anoccaſion of our miſery, the 
Was = ether a preſident of hs glory. Tow ſo 
cepti , exitus great was his loue towards the Citi. 
preclari alter zens, that by his owne care and di-

ſuſtaine his people welnie conſumed with tamine, 


Few of the twelue Romane Emperors reade we 
ſo excellent and exquifite commendations of : 
ſauc Titxs, who receiued this Imprefſe cuen ypon 
his hearſe, to be Amor & delicie generss humani : 
Mans darling, the Worlds mirror,and the flower 


of all Romance Emperors either before or fince; 


being direQed and enlightned no further then 
with the beameling of nature, For to recapitulate 
the natures of all thoſe Princes, twixt Auguſtus 
the firſt of thetwelue (ſaue one) to Tits, the laſt 
of the twelue, ſauc one, we ſhall ſee their diſpo- 
fitions variable, inconſtant, difſolute, and gene- 
rally vicious.

Curtizs throwing himlelfe into the lake ; Vrican 
purchaſing his liberty by voluntary death ; ZHora- 
tie Cocles throwing himſelfe violently into Tyber 
to preſerue his Countries libertie | 
r Genitins Cippns ſubieQting him- * Fn capite eu 
ſelfe ro death to propagate his 24 cornua e- 


Countries glory ; P. Decizs who HE 


ruſhed into the fore-front of the 


enemies (encountrii., a whole Armic) to make 
his owne memory more famous and illuftrious 2 
The like of Scipio Africare, who to extinguiſh 
that nrenacing fire of Hannibal, deuoted himſelfe 
to death for the ſafegard of his Country. Theſe 
and many more, who illuſtrated their Names b 

atchieuements done liuing , expeQed ( without 
queſtion) no little celebration of their name and 
memory dying : and though their opinion rea« 
ched not: to the ſoules immortality x yet they 
could extend their imaginations thus farre, as a 
famous and memorable death ſurpaſſed an infa- 
mous and ignominious life: wiſhing rather to die 
in fame, then liuc in eternall obſcurity, Which 
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L; -[efations 
cauſed ſome (6f diſpoſition vnequall to the for. 


mer) to perpetrate ſome hainous and enormious 
crime, whereby they might purchaſe fame euen 
by infamie : Such was Hereffrats who burned 
the Temple of Diana at Epheſiu, to purchaſe him- 
ſelfe a name. Such was Terulizs who hewed 
downe the graue that was conſecrate to the Tem- 
ple of «A /culapins,to cre him a ſhip, that once 
Religion (as he himſelfe auowed) might ride on 
the water ; And ſuch was ©. Fulvizs who to en- 
rich himſelfe (by ſiniſter meanes) tooke from the 
Temple dedicated to Jung Lucinia ; tegulas quaſ- 
dam marmoreas, for which he ſuſtained condigne 
puniſhment ; amongſt which we may'inſert that 
facrilegious Prince or Tyrant rather (for his Em- 
pire of Syracuſe as it came ynto him by an viur- 
ped ſucceſſion,ſo it was gouerned by as cruell and 
tyrannicall a diſpoſition) bearding the Gods,and 
afterwards robbing the Altars and Temples (of 
their ſacred ornaments.) For coming one day to 
the Temple of Iupiter O/ympine, and ſeeing his I- 
mage mp beautified with 

3 Locum Ty- , a 4 veltment of gold (of an cx- 
OD ata ON: ceeding/ weight- and ineftimable 
NEE Gm price) commanded it to be taken 
ects 3-7 from him,and a woollen garment 
| to be giuen him in the ſtead of it : 
ſaying, A coate of gold was tos heauy for him in 
Summer , too cold in Winter ; but a woolen garment 
was fitter for both ſeaſons, Many of theſe haue we 
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von Epitaphs. 
recorded by Hiſtorians, whoſe liues were noleſſe 
prophane, then their ends miſcrable. 

Vpon all which ( if we might infiſt vpon this 
argument) Epituphs very an{werable to their in- 
famous and deſpicable liues might be produced, 
But we muſt proceed, becauſc this ſummarie dif- 
courſe, (which I have heere placed and prefixed: 
(as a preamble or fore-runner) to our Epitaphs 
following) is but intended onely to demonſtrate 
the vie and effe& of Epitaphs, with their firſt in- 
Ntirution, & their diſtin& kinds ariſing from thejg 
primarie vſes, 

It is true that there is no neceſhitic in Sepul- 


chers, or ſpecious monuments; for ceo tegitur, 


quinon habet urnam : which moued Diogenes the 
Cynick to bid his friends caſt his body ynto the 
dogges when he was dead : and being anſwered 
by them, that the dogges would teare andrentitz 
Set a ſtaffe oy gne (quoth he) and I wil heate them 
fromir, Yer in this ſeeming contempt of buriall, 
we ſhall reade in moſt of the lives of the Pagans, 
that they were reſpe&tiue where they ſhou'd be 
interred, ercCting (as in part hath beene mentio= 
ned)very goodly and glorious Sepulchers in their 
life-times to eterniſe their memory after death; 
with whom (it fared many times) as it fared once 
with * Shebaa, who made him- ;

we haue by tranſcription, engra- 
uen vpon the monuments of the deceaſed : as1n 
the Northerne parts eſpecially, where in the. very 
rTuines of time, we may ſee ſome monumentall in- 
{cription inſerted, to reuiue the memary of the 
dead. As in the warres of the Saxons, Pids, 
and Danes : no coaſt being more frequent then 
the North, to exprefle the memorable as done 
in former time, as alſo to ſet out the very places 
and circumſtances of things atchieued, with the 

manuſcripts traduced from former occurrents e- 
uen to theſe preſent times : many curious and ſe- 
rious Antiquaries hauing viewed and particularly 
ſet downe the eſpecialleſt records heercof with 


diuers memorable inſcriptions happily occurring 


fo their ſurueigh, I will oucrpaſſeghe ſame ,; leſt 
] ſhould ſeemeco trifle out my time with an im- 


pertinent diſcourſe, 
Tt is true that a Souldiers reſolution cuecr fixed 


on braue attempts, and the inlarging of his Coun- 
tries glory,ſhould rather aime at fame after death, 
then to ere for himſclfe a curious monument in 
his death : which moued Ceſar in the plaine of 
Pharſalie to ſy, 


Que gennit : calo tegitur,quinon babet vrnam.

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opon Epitaphs. 
And againe that martiall ſtraine of yalour ; 


Nil agus hac ira, tabesne cadaxera ſoluat,

And ſo concludes the Declamour in Seneca: Nas 
ture giues every man a graue : ſecanded by old 
Anchiſes reſolution: 

Nec tumnlum caro, ſepelit naturareliftos. 

Yet humanitie requires theſe finall obſequies, 
not onely in remembrance of out dead friends, 
but euen to manifeſt the finceritie of our loues, in 
erecting monuments ouer them dead , which 
might preſerue their memory, and confirme our 
affetions in rheir deaths. TY 

The triends of Cl/eombratus (furnamed Awmbro 
ciat) ſeeing his much lamented end, defired much 
to cxpreſſe their loue ynto their dead friend; yet 
withall to conceale the infamie and reproach of 
his death : yet Callimachws plaied the Epigram- 
matiſt ypon his graue, whileſt his deare friends 
deplored his vntimely end. The Epigram (inſcri. 
bed after the forme of an Epiraph) being fixed on 
his Tombe, whence all Epiraphs haue their deno- 


mination, Was this,

We haue ſhadowed briefely the firſt branch 
(or kinde which we propoſed in the beginning) 
to wit,morall Epitaphs, being ſuch as conduceto 
inftruQion cither publike or priuate, wherein (by 
the very inſcriptions or titles engrauen ypon the 
| Tombes of the deceaſed) ſome haue beene moo- 
ued to imitate their memorable lives in aRions 
and attempts of like nature ; as C2ſar in the ſur- 
ueigh of Mithbridates, Angnſftusin the ſurucigh 
of Ceſar, Alexander by the monument of 4- 
_ Chilles, Achilles by the fame-engrauen monument 
of Patroclus, e/Eneas by the renowned Tombe 
| of the matchleſſe » Hettor, and 
— m Hettor by the etcrnized memorie 
Gor Tr = TT, of Antenor ; Theſe were morall, in- 
' __ducingorexciting Imprefſes,draw-

= ing the mindes of the bcholders

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to the management of thelike approued and re- 
doubted acts. 

We will now proceede to Epitaphs (comming 
neerer a diuine compoſition) excellent for their 
graue and divinely mouing fentences ; pithy for 
their effe&, and profitable for theirvſe.

Epitaphbs of this kinde ſceme little affeRiue, 
yet include ſo exquiſite a ſtraine, as they may 
rightly be termed diuine : ſurpaſſing mortalitie 
in deſcription of our mortality ; they delineate 
the ſtate of man, extenuate his pompe, and ſhew 
to what end man was created , not to be one!y, 
bur toliue : there being an effentjall difference 
(rwixt being and liuing) as I have before ſpecifi- 
ed. We haue lome of theſe which ſer our vanity 
inher naturall colours : andimply diuinely, what 
they propound morally. 

Diuers we reade of, that fearefull (it ſeemes) 
to commend the writing of cheir Epitaphs to po- 
ſteritie , would euer be prouided of one in their 
owne time :-which (toexpreſle theis, worth bet- 
ter) did not ſhew or characer their worth, bur 
in a modeſt filence deſcribe their owne frailerie, 
ſhuctring vp their fame and memory, with a fare 
well to Earth and Vanitic. Theſe be ſoucraigne

it,a rinde or barke : ſo to fixe onely the light and 
ſplendor of the internall part ypon that ſoucraign 
end, by which we may ende in glory, as we were 
borne in miſery. | 

And miſerable did the Philoſopher account 
that man, whoſe beſt of memories conſifted in 
faire & eminent obſcquies; vertue being the beſt 
ſhrine , the exquiſiteſt monument which can be 
ereted to honour man, How ſhould we beſt de. 
ſcribe our ſclues,and the excellencie of our owne 
natures, but by the contempt of death, expreſſe 
our owne affeCtions cuen vpon our graues, ſhews 
ing our ſelues to be Chriſtians ? 

The memorable inſcriptions of the ancient 
Princes (who died in their Countries right) may 
excite vs to managements of no lefſe eoſequence. 
The Inſcription vpon ? Co- y g,; pmnoſus far- 
drus Tombe, who was Prince ces gerent, Ca- 
of Athens , was — Hec mors ſira boſtium ingreditur. 
mihinomen ademit. Tuftſecundo lib, 

The. like we reade of Arrilims Regulus , who 
rather then he would infringe his faith, willingly 
returned ynto his enemies the Carthaginians : 
where, after he had endured -intollerable tor- 
ments,and vnworthie of ſo great and equally diſ- 
poſed minde, he commanded this Epitaph to be 
engrauen vpon his obſcure Tombe, Nec ſine ſpe 
pery. Many ſuch may wereade inthe memorable 
Annals of the Romanes , ſpecially in the ww 

Ca 
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man of efteeme or cnnobled ranke died, that was 
not graced with ſome inſcription vpon his monu: 
ment, 

Yer Pompey the Great, whoſe prudence in go- 
uerning, finceritie in diſpoling, promptneſle in 
attempting, and firme reſolution in ſeconding, 
 gothim an eternal famc,bothat home & abroad: 

abroad in following Scyla,at home in bearing yp 
the main building of the State with his graue and 
diſcreete ſupportance : euen this Pempey had but a 
ſhort Epitaph writ vpon him, H7c firms eff magnus, 
Heere lies the pompe of a puiſſant and potent 
Pompey : heere lies Romes Arlas, the Eaſterne 
terror, and his friends aduancer : one whom nei- 
ther imminence of perill , nor mutation of ſtate, 
nor occurrence in fate could alrer or diſmay : E- 
uen that powerfull Columne is now ruined , his 
lory dazled, and the manſion which was made 
glorious id him in Rome, becomes reduced toa 
poore and homely Sepulcher in efgypr. 
One chancing to come where king Dennis was 
buricd : being depriued of crowne and dignity 
by reaſon of his tyrannicke gouernment, and be- 
fore his death had retired himſelfe to a ſimple 
Schoole, where he taught ſcholers ; ſaying, Er re- 
gam innitss fats : vnderſtanding the courſe and 
proceſſe of his goucrnment, writ this ſhort Ep#- 
#4ph ypon his Tombe :

In Epitephs of this nature, a morethen morall 
inſtruction or inſtitution is to be required : ex-

ſcendent to the vulgar reach or apprehenſion of 
humane vnderſtanding : many diuine and holy ef{- 
cripts of the ancient Fathers may be comprehen= 
ded heerein : being ſuch as treated aſwell of the 
life and diſcipline of the dead , as eſpeciall mo- 
tiues of imitation ; or cautions of deteſtation to: 
the liuing. Here Ambition pourtrajed in her co- 
lours, occaſions her owne end by her owne vn- 
bounded defires, There Couetouſnefle (with the 
miſers 
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miſers Motto) is exemplified, and how manye. 
uils arc. RY attending her, according to 


the definitiue cenſure of Flacens, Semper axarns 


eget, Hecre Sacriledge inftanced ia our ancient 
Albane Brennus ; on whom wereade, that after 
his many conqueſts and vitorious attemprs in 
Gawle, and the ſacking of Rome, with many rich 
booties and ſpoiles obtained in thoſe warres: at 
laſt —— 

Delphos conſecrateto Apollo, being excited and 
inſtigated by Exridanas and Theſſalonus to aduen- 
ture ſo difficult a Prouince, onely in hope of ob. 


taining ineſtimable treaſures, reſerued (ſay they) 


for ſuch as would boldly attempt , and without 
feare of the gods, or prophanation of Religion, 
durſt attempt the ronſocking and rifling of ſuch 
ſacred treafures. But behold, the purpoſes of the 
wicked were confounded ( and ever way Sacri- 
ledge haue the like ſuccefle) for ſuddenly Brennus 
with all his populous Armie, were diſcomfited, 
their execrable deuices fruſtrated, and themlelues 
(all or moſt)ſubicRed to miſerable ends : the par- 
ticulars whereof are more fully and amply dila- 
ted on by the Romane Hiſtorian Trog. Pomperns. 
Their Epitaph we finde thus,(being extracted out 
of ancienr Annals) concording well v/ith the na- 
ture of their crime, and miſerie of their end :

Cethegas crucltie, Appins affabilitie, and Ciceroes 
conftancie had their true lineatures': cuery one 
mouldned and moulded*after their deſerts : for 
theſe, as examples, be of morepower and efficacie 
to the praCtiſc and proſecution of vertue, then a- 
ny inſtruQtis or document whatſoeucrzdraw men 
more attentiuely to their imitation, whoſe ver. 
tues they ſce merit admiration, as | haue in part 
before touched, Ir is the Hiſtorians obſeruation, 
that ſuch as had worthy and vertyous Parents, 
were wont to repaire vnto their Tombs( Qnaſiad 
opria vite documenta) and by their memory to 
be excitedto the like meanes of atchicuing glo- 
ry and renowme , that their ends might anſwere 
ſuch excmplarie parents. [Though it was Lycas 
concluſion in the Tragedie, to attributcall merit 
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op0n Epitaphs., 


to ones. proper ation, and not to the honour of 
| their Aunceſtor. True it is indeed, that our Pres 


decefſors glory cannot properly be entithed ours, 
their aRions being onely as monutnents of their 
fame, preſidents for ysto follow, and indeed pro- 
claimers of our baſtardy, if we chance to dege- 
nerate from ſuch rare and exquiſite mirrors, Yer 


was Sextus Pompeixs honoured for his Fathers 


worth : and ſuch as deſcended from yertuouspa. 
rents, were oe 4 thought fit to match with Fa 
tricians. Thoſe foure Þ ancient fa- 

milies in Rome, whoſe vertuous » Aurelie , Mu 
and modeſt demeanures got them Js, Cor-- 
the name of chaſt matrons , were : 

well portraied by proper Epitaph, and in theit 
memory were theſe ſentences engrautn + Heere 
ES lies buried ; Heere lies the foundation 
of Auncient families : 


Heere modeſt Lzlius from bis I zlia, 
Pompey the yonger from Cornelia, 
From Mutia, came 4 Mutius Sceuola, 
And good Aurelius from Aurelia, 


By theſe memorable Imprefles, were their ſuc- 
ceflors ennobled,and to their imitation more ar- 
dently excited then by any precept or inftruction 
whatſoeuer : the cauſe may be drawne from that 
affeQation of honour naturally ingraffed in vs 
from our birth, whereby we yſc to be ſpurredand 
inſtigated to the imitating of ſuch as by any pro.

pet demerit either inherent in themſclues, or tra- 


- duced from others to themſelues, haue purchaſed 
renowme : whence it is, that the Poet ſaith : /we 
menſum calcar gloria habet : neither hath it beene 
accounted alittle glary,or {lender honour for the 
ſucceſſors of ſo noble'and famous Aunceſtors : 
whoſe monuments were as Annals of ther worth 
and proclaimers of their glory ; which that they 
might preſerue the better,they vſed to ſclemnize 
their Funerals With exceeding honours, andtoe- 
re& their Scepulchers with all Rateand magnifi- 
ficence, deputing Surveiours (which ſhould look 
to the erection and preſeruation thereof;) calling 
euer their graues Accommodatiſſims vite ſpecimina, 


Without which the memory: of their vertues' 
might ſcerye obſcured, their glory darkened, and' 


a great many of thoſe excellent parts wherewith 
they were endued, buried in filence and obliuion. 
True it is,that gorgeous Sepulchers little availe 
the dead : which moued the Philoſopher to ſay, 
that they were not ſo. much made for the dead, as 
tor the living. The Orator termed them mirrors 
of humane frailtie , charaRers of our glory, and 
 yndoubred Arguments of our mortalitic. Ano- 
ther examplifying this more fully ſaith , They ere 
Glaſſes wherem we may contemplate onr ſelnes and 
others, motines of imitation wherein we may follow 
others, and images of aſſinitie being of the hhe nature 
and ſubſtancewith others, No better or more per- 
fee Reſemblance can be made twixt man and his

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creation,the image of his lite,and neceſlitie ofhis 


diffolution ; thefſtate of his birth,and occafion of - 


his death; the forme of his beginning, and faſhi. 
on of his end, then twixt adead-mans Sepulcher, 
and the Worlds Theatre. Heere many AQors 
(ſome whereof like your Pantomimes in; Rome, 
are gory approucd in all parts) play on this 
rerreftriall Rage of humane frailtic. Some abſo- 
lute Machiauels ( irreligious politicians ) ſhrou- 
ding vicious purpoſes ynder yertuous pretences?

ſcure ARor) ſtands either not atall obſerued, or 
elſe ſo generally derided, as he wiſhetb rather to 
be a doore-keeper in the manſions of Heauen, 
then a diſgraced Actor on this ſtage of Earth, 
There your light Curtizan ( who like another

* _. rias, of Lamachus, of Phormon, of 
Thrafibules, and of Theramenes which excelled in 
modeftic, and well deſerued to be mothers of 
ſuch: rare Caprtaines, eloquent Orators , and diſ- 
creete States-men as they were, We reade in Plu- 
rarch, how Alcibiades afſiſted by Nicias,was to 
take his expedition into Sicilie,the very ſame ay 
of the cilebratiew of the feaſt Adonra, on whic 
the cuſtome was, that women ſhould ſet vp in di- 
_ vers parts of the Qitic,in the midſt of the ſtreetes, 
Images like to dead coarſes, which they _ to 
uri- 
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vpon Epitaphs. ? 
buriall in remembrance ef the lamentations and 
 diſconſolate paſſions which FYenws expreſſed foe 
the death of her Aden: where in this folemnitie, 
their imaginarie hearſes were ſer ful of Impreſles 
that their Funcrall might be with more ſtate an 
wagnificence celebrated. But hauing diſcourſed 
before of the antiquitie of Epitaphs, with their e« 
ſpeciall vſes appropriate;as well to ancient as fol- 


lowing times, I will deſcend to the £ peprrrion

Epitaphs Prophane , —_ ſuch as haue beene 
vſed to-'anatomiſe vice ſatyrically , ( with an 
InueMon againſt the manners of the dead: which 
ſeemes different to the Philoſophers inftruQon, 
aduiſing vs rather to treade lightly on the graues 
of the Jead , andto paſſe ouer their obliquiries 
with amodeſt pace, a conniuing eye, and a chati- 
table iudgement;; that our pace might not prefſe 
them , our eye pierce them, nor our iudgemene 
poyze them, but inthe skale of amitie, with the 
eycof pittic, and the feete of lenitic,, Butnow ta 
our diſcourſe , and that briefely , whereby the 
ſhortneſle of our Volume may concord with oug 


intention. 24 
Epitaphs of this ſort we haue too frequent, be- 
ing forged out of the braine of vnſeaſoned Saty- 
ritts, that without diſtinRion bend their wits to 
aſperſs imputation vpon the deſerued memorie of 
the dead : men of baſeſt nature, defaming ſuch 
__ E 4 whoſe 


whoſe ſilence gives them freer ſcope and priyi. 
ledge of detration: impious violaters of burials, 
commentors of imaginarie vices, wrongers of the 
dead, enuious libellers, who write either incen: 
ſed through ſpleene, or hired forprice : drawne 
on byothers, or voluntarily moucd by their own 
depraued and diſtempered inclivations ; of which 
kinde we may reade cuery Nation (cuen in their 
flouriſhing and ſucceffueſt times) to have had 
their part : Athens her Ewpo/as , Sparta her Alce- 
«s; 8 Perfia her Ariſteas, Rome her Che. 
Hs I's rilus. Theſe trode not with cafie pace 
; /-;-- , on the graues of the dead, but mixing 
their inke with more gall then diſcretion, inſtiga- 
ted more by ſplene then charitable affeRion,ran- 
ſacked the Sepulchers of their dead enemies, de- 
blazoned' their vices dying , which (through a 
flauiſh pufllanimitie , they durſt nor vnrip nor 
diſcouer living ;; theſe remorſelefle cenſurers of 
Vices, theſe corrupters and ſtatners of well meri- 
red liues, theſe foes to-vertue, and foments of 
vice, were well ſet out by the Tragike Poet :who 
brought in the Ghoſt of the wronged perſon, 
purſuing the detratour and menacing him with 
eternall reproach for his labour, Yet this digreſ« 


fion may:{ceme not ſo much impertinent as di-. 


rectly repugnant to my firſt definition of Epitaphs 
and Epicedes ; the natures of both which I haue it 
part: Jeſbrid ed 2 where 1: defined Epirephs.ro be 
nothing'elſe then Teſtimonials of the Veriues or 
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Vices of the dead': how they were affeQted; or 
whateſpeciall occurrents happened themin their 
life; iris true , but theſe Delcriprions ate tobee 
ſhadowed and ſuited with modeſt alluſions , e- 
qually diſpoſed Allegories as their vices, though 
in part diſcouered , yet that diſcoucry ſo intant- 
pled as may miniſter matter of obſeruation to the 
judicious, and lcauethe ignorant.in a continuall 
ſuſpence. And becauſe we produced no authority 
betine ( touching the difference «twixt :an'\Eps- 
raph and Epicede) wee will vie Serwixs opinion 
heezein : the difference is berweene-an [Epirede 
and Epitaph, as Serwims teacheth , that the Epi» 
eede is before the corps be interred, an Epitaph or 
inſcription vpon the Tombe : the etymotogic of 
the word, aitw —-curare inferias , or funerss offie 
ciaperagere, Scaliger 'in his authoritie of Poets, 
confixmes the deriuation as proper and genuine
